Canadian Coal 
Campaign A Vital 
Necessity 

Educational Propaganda as Nec¬ 
essary as Selling Campaign to 
Create Favorable Public Opinion 

N OVA SCOTIAN coal mining 
executives, miners unions, 
boards of trade and city and 
town councils are organizing 
delegation headed by Premier 
Angus Macdonald to proceed to 
Ottawa to further urge the Fed¬ 
eral government to increase the 
subvention on coal from the 
Maritimes to Quebec and Ontar¬ 
io, even though the output of 
Nova Scotian mines has increas. 
ed in the past year. Water 
borne coal enjoys a lower trans¬ 
portation cost than all rail, which 
has to some extent benefitted 
Nova Scotia in marketing its 
coal in eastern Canada, for In¬ 
ternational Nickel Co. at Sud¬ 
bury is using a large quantity. 
That company it is reported on 
good authority uses about 350, 
000 tons annually. 

A LBERTA mines have not] 
benefitted to the same ex¬ 
tent as Nova Scotia under the 
subvention, though efforts have 
been made by western mining 
interests for several years to in¬ 
crease sales in Ontario. This 
province is under a geographical 
handicap. One witty gentleman 
remarked in a discussion that 
the only permanent solution 
would be to remove Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan from the map 
and push Alberta up in their 
places.

Visit of King George May Help

From J. B. Holden, president of Alberta Chamber of 
Commerce and Agriculture, comes this message: 

yThe visit of their majesties, our King and Queen, to Can. 
ada,'Scheduled to take place in May 1939, is of far more im¬ 
port, and may be made to exert a more powerful influence 
on our national life than any event of recent times if we but 
make the most of it. 

“Symbolizing, as his Majesty does, the spirit of those 
ideals that characterize free peoples the world over, his is 
the one personality to whom Canadians, regardless of race, 
politics, tongue or creed, may pay their homage. His, is 
the one figure about whom all Britishers may rally particu¬ 
larly in this, a time of trouble and confusion. 

“So, while we inevitably would all delight in welcoming 
their majesties, let us not fail to make the occasion serve 
its fundamental purpose - to wipe away those petty differ¬ 
ences that now divide us, and to demonstrate in the display 
of our devotion to the Crown, that Canadians from coast to 
coast are a united and inseparable people, that in the per¬ 
son of his majesty we have a common tie that not only 
binds us to each other but to our British brethren the world 
over. 

“We should not let the occasion pass with but a colour, 
ful and heartfelt welcome. We should make of it a time of 
spiritual awakening, a time forimpressing on the many, 
just what the office of the British Kingship has come to 
symbolize. 

“It is quite obvious that their majesties will be able to 
visit but few points in the west, but we suggest, their brief 
stay in the province should be observed by spiritual and 
patriotic exercises in every community. In the organiza¬ 
tion of such provincial wide observances, we respectfully 
suggest, that each local authority prepare to organize an ob- 
servance period, and that the occasion be not allowed to 
pass without impressing on all people its deep significance

F IGURES recently published 
indicate that there has been 
a marked decrease of American 
coal and coke into Canada, which 
is causing concern among mine 
owners in these States from 
which coal is shipped. The lig¬ 
nite coal fields, at Estevan and 
Bienfait in Saskatchewan, have 
more than trebled their annual 
output in the last few years, 
through increased sales in \Vin- 
nigeg, and by the sale to rural 
municipalities in the relief areas 
of Saskatchewan. Because of] 
its low price, it being a low 
grade fuel, with little more than 
half the heat value of the steam 
coal of the Crows Nest Pass, it 
finds a readier market in hard 
times. 

TEAM COAL mines of Alber- 
1 ta have suffered in recent 
years through displacement of | 
coal by natural gas, and diminish¬ 
ed volume of rail traffic. Wide¬ 
awake executives have expended 
time and money in trying to 
widen the market, particularly 
in Manitoba and Ontario, but it 
is a well-known fact that the 
more one tries to force his pro-1 
duct onto people in the face of 
keen competition which in order 
to hold a market will lower the 
price, the more liable are buyers 
to welcome this type of competi¬ 
tion, not caring whom it hurts 
as long as they benefit. 

N ationalization nf 

mines is urged by some 
who believe it to be the solution 
of increasing the use of Canadian 
coal by Canadians. Mr. Justice 
McGillivray in a recent report 
following investigation into the 
steam coal industry of Alberta 
held the opinion that the solu¬ 
tion was the closing of mines 
not operated on a profitable or 
efficient basis, thereby giving 
steady employment to those em¬ 
ployed in the remaining mines.

Out-of-balance financing to the ex¬ 
tent of $2,768,066 surplus on income 
acfiount shown by a report of public 
accounts for the last fiscal year 
which ended March 31 last, in an an¬ 
alysis made public by Provincial 
Treasurer Solon Low after being re¬ 
requested byrCojiservative Leader D. 
M. Duggan. Those accounts take no 
notice of capital and interest defaults 
of close to $20,000,000 during the 
past three years, on the province’s 
fiscal obligations. 

That report was accompanied by 

r official announcement that the 
government is going to hold back 
about $10,000 of the funds which it 
is supposed to grant to the Edmon¬ 
ton public school board. 

The government has held back han 
its interest due on its bonds held by 
the school board, with the result that 
the school board has lost more than 
$30,000 to the government. The 
board decided to establish the same 
treatment toward the government 
and pay it half interest on the school 
board bonds held by the government. 
But the government, scoffing at the 
Golden Rule, would accept none of 
the treatment it handed out; it told 
the school board that if it would not 
pay the government full interest, the 
government would hold back enough 
of the’ grant to make up the full 
amount. And that is being done. 

As attorney-general, Aberhart re¬ 
fused to reveal how much the gov¬ 
ernment’s Don Quixotic fight against 
windmills has cost Alberta taxpay¬ 
ers; he said he could not tell the leg¬ 
islature how much the province has 
thrown away on court references on 
legislation and claims which obvi¬ 
ously were ultra vires—and which G. 
F. Powell n former “adviser” here, 
has said since were known to be il¬ 
legal when they were passed. The 
question on the expense was asked 
by John W. Hugill, K.C., former 
attorney-general, who lost that post 
because he told the government and 
the lieutenant-governor that the acts 
were illegal before they were passed. 

The government’s appropriation of 
$200,000 to finance the “treasury 
branches” was set on the path to for¬ 
mal validation by a hilj in the house 
to legalize the system, thcbranches 
having already been operating almost 
two months. Propaganda was not 
overlooked; the bill was accompanied 
by new attacks on chartered banks, 
despite the fact that banks offered 
every possible co-operation to give 
the government its opportunity to 
prove the idea feasible and workable.
